'.'I am afraid," continued Mr. Brook, "that while we are

est opportunity that any nation ever had. We must get back 
to some of the early principles of American life. 
Hard work 


and prudence were the fdundalions of this republic. Now we 
have fallen upon easy ways of living. 
Ifverybody wants to 


ride in a limoiisine, and 1 fear that if we each had one some of; 
us would still not be happy. So much talk about shorter hours, 


' less work and easier ways of doing things is not altogether 


helpful. The only way to build character in a man or a nation 
is to meet and overcome difficulties.

achievement alone, whether it is hoeing a row of corn or run- 
ning a government.

work. And there must be houesl work all along the line. Pro-.i 
duction must be restored to normal al normal cosl. Wren ;bii j 
fact is more generally recognized there will be a great change 
for the better, and not before.
